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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In the response to the office action mailed on 10/17/2003 the applicants have indicated 
that the present invention requires UV stabilizers or hindered amine light stabilizers. The 
applicants further indicated that the amine and phenolic compounds of the prior art of HEEL are 
not light stabilizers but crosslinking inhibitors. 

In view of the above comment and careful reconsideration of the prior art of HEEL the 
examiner agrees. The examiner noted that the prior art of HEEL specifically refers to the 
phenolic and amine compounds as inhibitors in col. 3, line 51. In view of the above, it is 
examiner's position that the prior art of HEEL does not teach the light stabilizers required by the 
independent claims of the present invention and therefore the prior art of HEEL is no longer 
applicable as a 102 reference. 

Applicants' Declaration dated 7/8/2003 signed by Mr. F. Goffing (a co-inventor of HEEL 
reference) also disclosed that the composition of HEEL would not have wetherable properties 
required by the present invention. In view of the above declaration, pending claims of the 
present invention are passed to issue.
